AMERICA’S FOREIGN TRADE;. 


William C. Redfield, former secre­ 
tary of commerce, declares that the 
United States is doubly 
handicapped 
in the race for supremacy 
in foreign 
trade, due to the fact that this coun­ 
try's 
competitors 
have a controlling 
interest in the underlying securities 
o f the sought-after markets, as well as 
the advantage which is theirs by rea­ 
son of the 
great 
premium 
on 
the 
American dollar. 
Following is a summary of a recent 


address by Mr. Redfield on the sub­ 
ject : 


“The public records show that our 
toreign trade is shrinking. 
The float­ 
ing debt of three and a half billions or 
more due us from 
abroad 
for past 
transactions is increasing rather than 
diminishing. 
The continuance of our 
foreign trade is necessary for our far­ 
mers, miners, cotton planters, oil pro­ 
ducers and our industries. 
We cannot 
get along without it; it is a necessity, 
not a convenience. 
We have goods to 
sell which others wish to buy but for 
which they cannot pay, yet w e must 
go on selling while the present debts 
remain unpaid. 
This does not take 
into account the debts due from other 
governments to our own government. 
“How is the problem to be met? 
How are we to compete hereafter in 
our necessary foreign trade facing the 
controlling fact of ownership by our 
competitors 
of 
going 
industries all 
over 
the 
world? 
Those 
industries 
naturally buy in the lands where they 
are financed. 
The 
good 
will, the 
draft of ownership, the knowledge of 
common standards, alLpoint that way 
and make it doubly hard for America 
to compete at a time when her own 
necessities require her to do so, for the 
failure to compete means unemploy- 
men! of labor and capital in indus­ 
try, mines and agriculture. 
“The solution lies in a foreign trade 
financing 
corporation 
which, 
by 
means of its great credit giving power, 
can deal with the. present problem as 
no small corporation can do. 
“The world has got to have time in 
which to gather itself together, both 
to pay its past debts and to provide 
itself with the equipment and mate­ 
rials with which to work Tint its eco­ 
nomic future. 
By time is meant no* 
short time but long time; time longer 
than any institution with demand lia­ 
bilities can give. 
Hence the need for 
a great organization powerful enough 
for the job, without demand liabilities, 
commanding the best talent, the wid­ 
est knowledge. 
Such an institution in 
our foreign field is comparable only 
to the federal reserve system in our 
domestic field, and is of equal impor­ 
tance.*’
